Weekly Payment of Wages. 
A law p assed this winter by the 
Wisconsin legislature, p rovides that 
all wages or comp ensation for labor 
or services in this state, unless there 
shall be a written contract to the 
contrary, shall be p aid weekly or bi- 
jgreekly in cash. But the act does not 
annul contracts in force at time of its 
p assage, nor ap p ly to agricultural 
laborers, commercial travelers, p er­ 
sons work on commission, traveling 
emp loyes of railway and exp ress com­ 
p anies, p ersons emp loyed in logging 
camp s, or “driving,” running or manu­ 
facturing of logs or lumber, nor to 
any p erson whose occup ation is such 
as to render him inaccessible on the 
regular p ay day. 


First l uder the New Law . 
Thomas Brown, 
the 
Moorhead 
murderer, will be hung at Moorhead 
on June 7th. 
The new law p rovides 
that the p risoner is to be kep t in 
solitary confinement and see no one 
but his family, his lawyers and his 
sp iritual advisers. He is iobe execu­ 
ted before sunrise and may invite 
three p ersons to be p resent. 
The 
sheriff invites six p ersons besides the 
surgeon. The most unique feature 
of the law, however, is the p rovision 
which makes it a misdemeanor for 
any newsp ap er to p rint anything 
more about the matter than the mere 
announcement This is for the p ur­ 
p ose of p reventing the circumstantial 
and sensational accounts of executions 
usuallv p rinted. 
The same p rovision 
is made in the recently enacted New 
York law, but it has not yet been 
tested. A number of lawyers have 
exp ressed the op inion that the news­ 
p ap er feature of the law won’t hold 
water.—Journal. 


For the Benefit of vasluers. 
The Weldon bill which has just 
p assed the Canadian }>&rliament and 
will this week be ap p roved by the 
governor general, names the follow­ 
ing as extraditable offenses under 
that measure: 
Murder, or attemp t or consp iracy 
to murder. Manslaughter. Counter­ 
feiting or altering money and utter­ 
ing counterfeit or altered money. 
Forgery, counterfeiting or altering, 
or uttering whbt is forged, counter­ 
feited or altered. 
Larceny. 
Em­ 
bezzlement 
Obtaining money on 
goods or valuable securities by false 
p retenses. Rap e. Abduction. Child 
stealing. 
Kidnap p ing. 
Burglary, 
house-breaking or shop -breaking. Ar­ 
son. Robbery. Threats, by letter or 
otherwise, with intent to extort. Per­ 
jury 
or 
subornation 
of p erjury. 
Piracy by municip al law or law of na­ 
tions, committed on board of or 
against a vessel of foreign state. 
Crimiual scuttling or destroying such 
a vessel at sea, whether on the high 
seas, or on the great lakes of North 
America, or attemp ting or consp iring 
to do so. Assault ou board such a 
vessel at sea, whether ou the high 
seas or on the great lakes of North 
America, with intent to destroy life or 
do grevious bodily harm. Revolt, or 
consp iracy to revolt by two or more 
p ersons on board such a vessel at sea, 
whether on the high seas or on the 
great lakes of North America, against 
the authority of the master. 
Any of­ 
fense which is, in the case of the 
p rincip al offender, included in any 
foregoing p ortcn of tp ia schedule, 
and for which the fugitive criminal, 
though not the p rincip al, is liable to 
be tried or p unished as if he were the 
p rincip aL

Noon after 12 o’clock last night one of 
the Sisters in the Belle Prairie con­ 
vent was awakened by smoke, and she 
discovered that the south (» art of the 
convent was ablaze.

The Nisters in

in the building at the time the lire 
Ivegan. 
When the fire was discovered 
it was too late to make any effort to 
stop it, and there m is barely time to 
awaken the children and get them out 
of the building; in 
s o m e cases the fire 
had reached the sleep ing rooms before 
the occup ants were a Make. 
None of 
the clothing of tire children waasaved, 
and j» arttes from this city have been 
contributing today for their relief. 
The building and contents were valued 
at over S’Jb.OUU, and there was only 
£2 ,(1 0 0 insurance. The fire started in 
tbe southeast corner, near the chajtel, 
and the occup ants of the house say 
there had been no lire in that {« art of 
the building for months.

First Under the New Law . 
Thomas Brown, 
the 
Moorhead 
murderer, will be hung at Moorhead 
on June 7th. 
The new law provides 
that the prisoner is to be kept in 
solitary confinement and see no one 
but his family, his lawyers and his 
spiritual advisers. 
He is uobe execu­ 
ted before sunrise and may invite 
three persons to be present. 
The 
sheriff invites six persons besides the 
surgeon. 
The most unique feature 
of the law, however, is the provision 
which makes it a misdemeanor for 
any newspaper to print anything 
more about the matter than the mere 
announcement This is for the pur­ 
pose of preventing the circumstantial 
and sensational accounts of executions 
usually printed. The same provision 
is made in the recently enacted New 
York law, but it has not yet been 
tested. A number of lawyers have 
expressed the opinion that the news­ 
paper feature or the law won’t hold 
water.—Journal.

When the fire was discovered 
it was too late to make any effort to 
stop it, and there vmis barely tim e to 
awaken the children and get them out 
of the building; in some eases the fire 
had reached the sleeping rooms before 
the occupants were awake.

and |»arties from this city have been

The building and contents were valued 
at over $20,000, and there was only 
§2,000 insurance. 
The fire started in

Indians in 1892 was ratified by th e last con­ 
gress relinquishing th eir reservation, but it 
had been so lo n g o b tain e d th a t itw a s th o u g h t 
best to secure the consent of the Indians 
again. 
It was expected th a t a com m ission 
would be appointed for th is purpose, but the 
secretary of the in terio r concluded th a t the 
question could be m ore easily and cheaply 
subm itted by one of the d ep artm en t inspec­ 
to rs. 
There are 550 of these Indians a t 
Lemhi. 
The reservation contains 6,600 
acres, which will lie throw n open to se ttle ­ 
m ent if the consent to the tran sfer is ob­ 
tained.

IIooks Hint*. 


If a dish gets burned in usiug do 
not scraj e it; put a little water and 
oshes in it rind let it get warm. It 
will come off nicely. 
Small potatoes, 
for those who 
have them to buy are notso econom­ 
ical us medium or large sized ones, 
as waste in peeling is so great. 


Many housekeepers need warning 
against tho frequent use of feather 
dusters: these dusters simply chase 
the particles Irom the furniture into 
tho air, where they are inhaled. A 
soft cloth is good and often a chamois 
skin is sometimes better fora duster. 
To make little worsted balls for 
trimmings, cut two round pieces of 
pasteboard the size you wish the 
ball, then cut a ring out of tbecenter 
about a third of an inch in diameter, 
jmt the two pieces of board together 
and sew the wool through the hole 
and over the edge until the hole is 
full. 
You can work faster by doub­ 
ling the wool in the needle. 
Insert 
scissors in the outer edge and cut-^ae 
wool nil th(* way around. 
I’ulfl itlie 
boards a little way apart and tie be­ 
tween them firmly with a little piece 
of wool. Tear out the pasteboard, 
roll the ball till round, then clip tiil 
even. 


Cstibsxe in l!a ir* n Hoar. 
For the benefit of tlie mothers 
who may think either I or the cook­ 
ing school have gone astray on the 
matter of cooking cabbage, 1 want 
to emphasize here the advantage of 
the new way over the old. 
I was as 
skeptical over the notion of cabbage 
Is ing properly cooked in halt an hour 
as au.v one of you can Im*; but my 
first experiment corrected me, and 
all who tasted this maligned vegeta­ 
ble served after the n» \v method de­ 
clined themselves surprised. 
Have 
plenty of salted, boiling water, in 
which a toaspoonful of soda has been 
dissolved, plunge the cabbage in, top 
downward, leave it uncovered and 
let it boil until tender, that will be 
as given in the time-table, from 
twenty minutes to half an hour. 
Take it out iuto a colander, drain 
well, put into a hot dish, put in bits 
ot butter, some salt and jjcjmt, and 
serve at once. 
It will l*c as delicate 
as cauliflower; the color will be re­ 
tained, and there will not be an un­ 
pleasant odor over the house, such 
as is always associated with boiling 
cabbage. Try it once, and then see 
if thesehool kitchen learning has not 
gotten several steps in advance of 
your old traditional methods.—Wide 
Awake.

If poisoned by ivy bathe the affect­ 
ed parts freely three times a day 
with sweet spirits of nitre. 
Keep a brick on the back of the 
stove. 
You will find it nice to set 
food on when you w ish to keep it 
warm. 
Try using sweet, skimmed milk in­ 
stead of starch for calicoes and ging­ 
hams. 
I use it and like it much bet­ 
ter than the starch. 
Rub window glass with a piece of 
soft linen wet with vinegar, then with 
a dry cloth, and it will be beautifully 
elea r. 
I make glue that is very good by 
dissolving the gum to be found on 
cherry trees in water. Keep water on 
it all the time, and it is always ready 
for use. 
Cut the thin skin from the outside 
of the leg of mutton, or the mutton 
chop, before cooking them, and you 
will not have the woolly taste that 
so many complain of. 
To clean the silver spoons and 
forks in every-day use, rub them 
with a damp cloth dipped in baking- 
soda, then polish them with a little 
piece of chamois skin. 
I have learned that I can wash two 
pounds of currants almost as quick­ 
ly as one cupful,and that is a great 
saving of time to find them ready for 
use when 1 need them. 
Rub salt on the inside of your cof­ 
fee-pot when washing it. and it will 
remove the coffee and egg very quick­ 
ly. Be sure to rinse it thoroughly 
before using it again. 
Old lamp burners should be boiled 
often in strong saleratus water. ls*t 
them boil for an hour, polish them, 
and they will not trouble you by 
causing a smoky Ii*»lit. 
To take letters from a flour sack, 
first dip the sack in cold water, and 
let it soak fifteen minutes; then soap 
it well, let it soak a little longer, and 
when it has been washed through 
one water, it is ready to be put 
through with the other clothes. 
Make stove cloths of dark calico 
touse about your cooking, instead 
of using your apron or a dish towel 
whenever you wish to move anything 
from the oven or off tlie stove. You 
will find them neater and more con­ 
venient. I have mine doubled and 
about twelve inches square. 
Why will any housekeeper tolerate 
soggy, dirty, dingy 
feather beds, 
when they can be lightened and their 
ticks cleansed and blenched to alm ost 
the purity of new cloth by putting 
such beds on the crust through tlie 
Spring thaws and 
freezes? They 
should be turned every day when ly­ 
ing on the snow, carefully housed 
when stormy, and kept out on the 
bleaching, purifying, honeycombing 
crust for six weeks if possible.—The 
Housekeeper.

Palgrave, inliiswork onCentral and 
Eastern Arabia, mentions a plant 
whose seeds produce effects analogous 
to those of laughing gas. The plant 
is a native of Arabia. 
A dwarf varie­ 
ty is found at Knsum.und another 
variety Oman, which attains a height 
of from three to four feet, with woody 
stems, wide-spreading branches, and 
light green foliage. The flowers are 
produced in clusters and yellow in 
color. The seed pods contain two or 
three black seeds ofthesize and shape 
of a French bean. 
Their flavor is a 
little like that of opium, the taste is 
sweet, and the odor from them pro­ 
duces a sickening sensation and is 
slightly offensive. These seeds, when 
pulverized and taken in small doses, 
operate upon a person m a peculiar 
manner. 
He be<rins no laugh loudly 
and boisterously, anti then sings, 
dances, and cuts up all kinds of fan­ 
tastic capers.
